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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 6, 7,10,12,14,16,19,21 and 27-28 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 of record. Hironari disclose 
forming a nitride treatment of a silicon wafer where a solid is installed on the opposing 
surface of the electrode on at least one side of a pair of electrodes opposing to each 
other under the pressure in the vicinity of the atmospheric pressure and nitrogen- 
containing gas is introduced between the pair of the electrodes opposing to each other 
to apply a pulse shaped electric field to the gas. The cited prior art does not anticipate 
or make obvious, inter alia, "a nitrogen gas containing oxygen or an oxide at higher than 
1 ppm and equal to or lower than 0.2%" or a "resulting plasma in which an N2(H.I.R) 
and/or N2 (2 nd p.s.) active species appears dominantly as active nitrogen species" as 
required by Claims 1 , 19 and 21 , and dependent Claims thereof. Moreover, the cited 
prior art does not anticipate or make obvious inter alia "introducing a nitrogen gas under 
nearly atmospheric pressure containing oxygen or an oxide in an amount higher than 
1 ppm and equal to or lower than 0.2% into a space between the pair of opposed 
electrodes, at the same time introducing a second gas containing no oxygen or 
containing oxygen in an amount of 1ppb or less into the chamber around the opposed 
electrodes" as required by Claim 27 and dependent Claims thereof .
